In response to the Office Action dated July 13, 2004, Applicants are filing this Response 
and Request for Continued Examination and respectfully request consideration of the following 
remarks. Applicants are also filing a Request for a Three-month Extension of Time to extend the 
deadline for filing to January 13, 2005. The pending claims are included in Attachment A. 

REMARKS 

Claims 98-1 18 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being anticipated by a 
patent by Scannell et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,377,354; hereinafter referred to as "Scannell") and 
under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over Scannell in view of other references. 
Applicants would like to note the current application is a Continuation-in-part of U.S. Patent No. 
6,351,764, in which Scannell was cited and traversed. The following arguments reiterate the 
arguments that were successfully employed to traverse Scannell in the parent application. 

Claims 98, 99, 106-108, 1 13 and 1 14 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly 
being anticipated by a patent by Scannell. Claims 100, 109 and 115 stand rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Scannell in view of Larson et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,408,068; hereinafter referred to as "Larson"). Claims 101, 104, 110 and 116 stand rejected 
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
